"The formula for making the 
cuts was unfair to the towns,” said 
the town manager. When the 
governor implemented $230 mil- 
lion worth of cuts in state aid to

Bad news arrived in Wilmington 
last weck with the issuing of the 
herry sheet," detailing the 
amount that the town will get from 
the Commonivealth of Massachu: 
setts in local aid. The information 
is traditionally printed on pink 
paper, hence the name. This year 
the name could well apply to the 
ref ink that would reflect the 
negative figures on the sheet. 

In its meeting Tuesday night, the 
Wilmington Finance Committee 
began its review of the informa 
tion, discussing the matter with 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 

In addition to $819,294 in cuts 
made by the governor, there is a 
shortfall in the budget as voted by 
town meeting, The total deficit is 
$870,878. 

The town manager said that this

Stapezynski said he had been 
expecting cuts in the range of 
$400,000 to $600,000. He said he 
was not at all happy with the way 
the cuts were made. 

He said that the Mass. Municipal 
Managers Association, of which 
he is president, has spent years 
helping develop a formula for 
state aid taking into consideration 
a wide range of influences, such as 
@ town's tax revenues, industrial 
development, population, etc. In 
making the cuts, the governor 


completely ignored this formula. 
The state aid is broken down into 
several arcas, and the largest cut 
came in the area of education. 
School aid was cut by $636,918, 
plus another $82,835 for other 
education items such as lunch 
programs, transportation, etc 
Other line items cut include 
highway $88,389, veterans’ bene- 
fits $9,747 and librarics $848. 
These figures do not necessarily 
reflect how the cuts will fall in the 
town budget, but rather the state's 
basis for reimbursements to the 
town. The town’s budget will be 


hammered out with town officials 
and the finance committee, Stap- 
czynski has said that all depart- 
ments will have to take some cuts. 
These cuts, he said, will most 
certainly result in the downsizing 
of local government. 
Faced with having to make up 
9,294 in the town budget, the 
town will undoubtedly be forced 
to lay off some workers. The only 
other possibility would be if the 
town voters were to approve an 
override of Prop. 2 1/2. Given the 
Past reaction of voters to such 
requests, that will not happen.

Appeal granted to 
Marine Corps League 


The (Wilmington) Marine Corps 
League, which is proposing to use 
the old South School on Chestnut 
Street as headquarters won the 
approval of the Wilmington Board 
of Appeals Tuesday night. There 
were 14 persons at the hearing, in 
addition to two proponents. 

T.E. (Tom) Casey of Oakdale 
Road told the board that there are 
20 to 25 members, and that there 
may be more in the future. They 
are at this time clearing up around 
the old school, which for many 
years was the headquarters of the 
Wilmington Skating Club, a very 
active organization over a quarter 
of a century ago. The selectmen 
had granted a right to use the 
school, he said. 

Casey estimated that there would 
be 10 meetings a year, and 
reported that the league is 


preparing 25 parking spaces "off 
the street." The members, he said, 
are cleaning up the materials which 
could cause a deterioration. 
Dorothy LaFionatis of the 
Wilmington Historical Comm- 
ission told the board that the 
building is one that should be 
preserved. 

Some of the abuttors spoke 
against “crowds,” and Chairman 
Bruce MacDonald, who lives 
nearby, said that in the days when 
the Wilmington Skating Club was 
preparing for Olympic Skating 
there would be large crowds 
present. 

The vote of the board was 
unanimous, 14 in favor, but they 
want submitted a sketch showing 
what is being proposed for such 
items as parking.

The 244 acre Industri-Plex site in 
Woburn, listed as one of the worst 
10 sites in the United States by the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) is to be cleaned up. The 
Industri-Plex 128 Remedial Trust 
(IRT) has announced the selection 
of two firms to clean up the site, 
according to the Tuesday edition of 
the Woburn Times. The total 
cleanup cost is estimated at $28 
million. 

The site is southerly of 
Wilmington, and borders 1 93 for 
about a mile. In July 1969 the EPA 
determined that the site was 
contaminated by arsenic, lead, 
chromium, tannery wastes and a 
number of other chemicals 
including toluene and benzene 

Industri-Plex is one of two 
Superfund waste sites in Woburn 
The second is located in East 
Woburn in the aquifer supplying 
two former municipal drinking 
water wells, off Salem Street.

On August 2nd this paper had a 
report of the arrival at Panama of 
the SS Chanute Victory, under the 
command of the writer, with 800 
German prisoners on board. They 
were being taken from San 
Francisco to Liverpool, England. 

The prisoners were, it would 
seem, only incidental to the story. 
But what happened next morning 
could be of interest. Thousands of 
persons, passengers on ships, go 
through the canal each year, and 
@fjoy the trip. But that was not the 
fate of the Germans. 

The time was February, 1946. 
There was no actual war in 
progress, but technically the 
United States and Germany were at 
war, because there was no signed 
¢ treaty. 

The Chanute Victory, being a 


troop carrier, was the first to go 
through the canal that day. Only 
naval vessels would have preceded 
her, and none were making the 
transit on that date. 

The doors to the lower deck, 
where the German prisoners were 
living had been left open, so as to 
Provide some ventilation. The 
prisoners, hearing the noises as the 
Chanute went through the canal 
locks, crowded up the stairway to 
have a look 

US Military Police, on deck, 
spotted the prisoners, looking out 
of the doorways 

The sergeant in command dre 
back the hammer of his rifle.

The issuing of the state "cherry sheet" last week was a 
grave injustice to the people of Massachusetts. The cuts in 
aid to cities and towns leave the municipalities in tough 
fiscal straits. The picture for the towns is as bleak as when 
Prop. 2 1/2 first was implemented in 1981. 

The difference between 1981 and 1989, though, is that 
Prop. 2 1/2 was aimed at the cities and towns and it did 
force them to trim their budgets. And Prop. 2 1/2 is not a 
law that went away -- every year, the town budget must 
conform to the limitations of Prop. 2 1/2. Local govern- 
ments in Massachusetts have not been fat since Prop. 2 172 
was voted in 

The problem for the taxpayer is that no counterpart to 
Prop. 2 1/2 was ever implemented to centrol state 
spending. Never known for fiscal restraint, the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts went on a binge when it found 
itself with a revenue surplus in 1987. While the governor 
was running his campaign for president, the state govem- 
ment was growing by leaps and bounds. 

Somehow it never occurred to anyone that the revenue 
surplus was a one-time phenomenon, caused by the 
federal tax reform of 1986. Everyone was dumping their 
dong-term capital gains, and paying the taxes at the old 
rate. It was a source of revenue that would never be 
repeated, 

In other words, the Commonwealth was taking its water 
from a bucket, not a well. 

So instead of putting the money into projects that could 
use one-time funding, or -- perish the thought -- investing 
some of the surplus, the Commonwealth went on a hiring 
binge 

All those employees, now into their second or third year 
on the job, expect to be paid a weekly salary, The only 
problem is that the well -- the one that was really a bucket,

remember -- has gone dry. 

This, of course, leaves the state coffers equally dry. 
There's no need to lock the state vault these days. 

The only thing in the state's favor.is its ability to call the 
shots on all the cities and towns. Never mind that the cities 
and towns took all the heat under Prop. 2 1/2. Never mind 
that the lottery funds were supposed to be reserved for the 
cities and towns. Never mind that the cities and towns 
have already had to trim the fat out of their budgets. 
Never mind that the legislature overrode the governor's 
veto of the local aid package. 

Never mind all that. The state is a hungry horse, bigger 
and stronger than all the cities and towns. The state can 
walk up to the feed trough and stay there as long as it 
wants, because the state writes the rules. This is not to say 
that the state is able to solve its problems by simply 
cutting local aid. Remember, the Legislature just gave us 
a tax increase, too. 

The cities and towns are caught in a bind. It is 
practically impossible to win an override of Prop. 2 1/2, 
and there are no additional sources of revenue. There is 
nothing the cities and towns can do except cut spending. 

These cuts will affect both personnel and services to the 
public. The schools, already hard hit, will be hurt even 
more. 

The cuts in personnel and services will result in a 
backlash, and it is a good question who will bear the brunt 
of that backlash, While some officials blame Prop. 2 1/2, 
others will blame each other. Will anyone blame the state 
for the municipalities’ problems? | 

If the situation is to change, it has to happen at the state 
level. The state has to be forced to control its spending, 
just.as the towns were under Prop. 2 1/2. Because as long 
as the focus remains on local efforts to override Prop. 2 
1/2, the real problem is being ignored.

For the sake of privacy I will 
refer to this individual as "D," D 
has been disabled by a spinal cord 
injury resulting from a car accident 
five years ago and has since 
required the use of a wheelchair for 
personal mobility. During those 
five years D has not had the 
freedom to exit and enter the 
family home unless physically 
carried up or down 10 steps. With 
all personal financial resources 
exhausted the State services 
“technically” unable to assist, D fell 


D has since recovered from the 
effects of that five year home 
imprisonment, Imprisonment isn't 
quite the right term, for prisoners, 
at least, are allowed their daily 
romp in the "yard" and social time. 
None the less, D is soon coming 
home to that same inaccessible 
home and subsequently must face 
imprisonment once again unless 
help can be found.

Dear Neighbors: 

I beg you to take a few minutes of 
your time to read through the 
information I have sent. This letter 
is to inform you about a very 
important issue which many people 
are unaware of. This is the 
Dolphin/Tuna issue. The following. 
are some disturbing statistics and 
facts about this issue. 

*For reasons still unknown to 
marine scientists, schools of 
yellowfin tuna,swim directly 
beneath and behind large herds of 
dolphins. Fishermen use the 
dolphins to locate the tuna and set 
their nets around them. 

*At least 100,000 dolphins are 
killed each year in the Pacific 
Ocean while being entangled in 
tuna nets. That's one dolphin every 
four minutes. 

*Some American boats have 
registered in other countries so that 
they can avoid the American 
regulations. 

“Some fisheries biologist say that 
stocks of dolphins could be wiped 
out in five years, 

*Environmentalists claim that the 
figures may be much higher 
because injured animals that die 
later are not counted. Also 
pregnant females that are often 
tapped, but get away, could casily 
abort. 

*A biologist named Sam LeBudde 
worked on a fishing vessel as a 
cook. He secretly took video 
pictures of the men at work. He 
said, "I saw hundreds of animals 
being drowned, mutilated, and 
butchered. Dolphins were 
shricking in panic as they fought 
against the net and gasped for air. 
Some that were still alive were 
dragged into a power block that 
was used to haul in the net. They 
were crushed to death.” He also 
commented on one incident where 
200 dolphins slowly drowned over 
two hours, "All that was caught was 
a single tuna.” He later found out 
that this particular species were 
restricted from capture because, 


since the purse seine technique was 
introduced, they have been 
diminished by 80 percent. They are 
on the endangered species list. 

This killing must come to an end! 
You may ask, "What can I do to 
help the dolphins? I am only one 
person.” First you can stop buying 
“light tuna.” Not all on the tuna sold 
is involved in killing dolphins. 
Albacore, bonita, and “white” tuna 
are still caught by hook and line. 
The two leading companies 
marketing the yellowfin and 
skipjack tuna are Starkist, owned 
by H.S. Heinz Company who 
recently acquired Bumble Bee tuna 
and Van Camp Chicken of the Sea, 
owned by the Ralston Purina 
Company. Avoid these products 
and all other products put out by 
these companies. 

You can also write to your 
representatives. The public's 
opinion is Very important to them. 
They will do almost anything to 
keep the public (and their voters) 
happy. Enclosed are some letters 
which you can sign and mail back to 
me.

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Frankly speaking

Following an extended period of disagreements, 
backroom politics, and ultimately public pressure, the 
Department of Public Works (DPW) and the town 
appear to be engaged in a new era of detente on the issue 
of renovating Wilmington Center. 

According to Michael Matt, Executive Director for 
the Redevelopment Authority, a new spirit of 
cooperation between the state and local officials is finally 
at hand with an ‘agreement that hy replacement of the 
Burlington Avenue Bridge will be. compatible with the 
designs for large scale renovations of the Town Center, 
more commonly referred to as Alternative Three. 

A buming issue since the beginning of June was the 
apparent refusal of the DPW to accept the mandate of 
Wilmington voters, by an overwhelming margin, for a 
major renovation of the Center to address long-term 
traffic problems in the community. Local officials were 
outraged when the state held a controversial public 
hearing on June 7 which was viewed by many as a DPW 
endorsement of bridge replacement only. 

Though most would endorse the need for a new Center 
bridge, DPW's public stance did not instill confidence in 
local officials that the state supported a major renovation 
project as well. Furthermore, the DPW may have lost 
some credibility as they had consistently proclaimed the 
safety of the bridge, only to take a sudden about-face two 
months ago and call for its immediate replacement. 

Michael Matt attributes the new agreement by DPW to 
work closely with the town to a combination of public 
pressure and the realization by both sides that planning 
for the project had become stalled. "The reaction to the 
June 7 hearing was so strong, that we finally got 
Garvey's [DPW Commissioner] ear", said Matt, adding, 
"This is exactly the way it should have been from the 
beginning, the state and the town working hand in hand 
for a solution.” 

The significance of the state and local officials work- 
ing in harmony on the Center design project can't be 
exaggerated. The redevelopment authority has continu- 
ally reported that the positive impact of a new bridge on 
traffic flow would dissipate in four or five years, and 
that the only long-term relief for local motorists and 
merchants is a revitalized Center. Michael Matt attribu- 
ted the success of the ‘compatability agreement’ to 
extensive negotiations between Redevelopment Authori- 
ty Chairman Jay Donovan and the DPW commissioner. 

In an interview with this writer last week, Com- 
missioner Garvey guaranteed that any bridge project 
will be compatible with further renoyation designs in the 
Center. "We will rehabilitate the bridge, and be assured 
this will be compatible with what else the town wants to 
do" said Garvey. 

Throughout the Center debate many local officials 
have been critical of the role of State Rep, Jim Miceli, an 
ardent proponent of bridge replacement only, for his 
methods and possible pressure he has brought to bear on 
Garvey. One of the more interesting moments came a 
few months ago when a local advertising flyer based in 
Tewksbury published an interview with Miceli on the 
results of a meeting between local officials and the DPW, 
prior to the event taking place. When asked abdut 
Miceli's role in the process and whether he has pressured 
state officials to support a bridge replacement only plan, 
Commissioner Garvey said, "I. think even the 
Representative understands that DPW wants to respond 
to the community wishes.” 

As for the impact of the budget crisis on funding the 
Center renovations, Garvey struck a relatively cautious 
note. The Department's spending cap for this fiscal year 
is expected to be slightly lower than that for FY 89, 
which was $157 million; and Garvey said that DPW 
already has $110 million in projects on the shelf now. 

On the more personal side, Garvey retorted this 

“writer's prediction that she was pumping out the resumes 
as the Dukakis administration ship of state heads for dry 
dock. Garvey insists she's at the captain's side through 
the end.

Let's talk about squirrels! 

D.H. of Wilmington writes, "I 
wonder if you can answer a 
question for me. Every year I have 
an abundance of blossoms on my 
several peach and apricot trees. I 
spray the trees and have lots of 
fruit setting, only to have the damn 
squirrels devour the fruit before it 
ripens. Is there any way to keep 
these pests away from my trees?" 

This is a tough one. Anyone who 
has ever had bird feeders knows 
what the words “aggravation” and 
“frustration” really mean. I have 
been trying to co-exist with 
squirrels for about 30 years, and 
Jet me tell you, it ain't easy! What 
has made the task a bit easier over 
the last dozen years is the advent of 
truly squirrel proof bird feeders. 
If you look hard enough, you can 
find them, The one we are using 
today is made entirely of sheet 
metal. It has a platform (where the 
birds feed) which moves down and 
closes the single opening when a 
squirrel or large bird lands on it 
Squirrel baffles, large metal cones, 
are also available at many garden 
supply stores 

This ever present rodent is not 
considered to be a serious pest in 
the backyard garden. The only 
evidence I have ever scen of their 
presence in the vegetable garden 
was back in the sixties when I was 


growing corn. They would 
occasionally take an ear, but the 
racoons were a much bigger 
problem in that part of the garden. 


An Andover Surcet resident has 
two mature English Carpathian 
walnut trees in her yard. At this 
time of year, early to mid-August, 
you can stand under these 25 foot

little chance that I will miss one 
application 

Another approach you can 
consider is the use of a “Havahart " 
trap. These ingenious metal traps 
allow you to catch the culprits alive 
and unharmed, to be transported 
several miles away and released. 
You can purchase "Havahart” tray 
at the Ess 
Route 1 in Topsfield, Just opposite 
the Topsfield Fair grounds. A 
squirrel size wap will cost you 
about $45.00. I have one of these, 
and they are very efficient, Baited 
with peanut butter I can assure you 
trees and hear the crunch, crunch, 
crunch from overhead, as the eight 
or 10 squirrels go through the 
walnuts, much like a thresher 
through a wheat ficld. 

So you are not alone, at least. To 
live in suburbia automatically 
means having squirrels around. To 
your specific problem, I might 
suggest two possible control 
measures, neither of which is 
guaranteed to resolve your 
dilemma, First, be sure your peach 
and apricot trees are sprayed every 
cight to 10 days beginning. late in 
May, just after “the tees have 
finished blooming. With a thin 
layer of bitter tasting spray 
matcrial on the fruits, the squirrels 
should leave your trees alone. The 
trick here is to be consistent. Miss 
just one spray and the squirrels will 
be back. The best way to assure 
regular spraying is to tack up a 
schedule, listing the dates down the 
left column, beginning with May 
25, and progressing, 10 days apart, 
through to mid-August. Check off 
the date when you have sprayed. 1

squirrels for relocation. In the 
process, unfortunately, you will 
see a cl demonstration of the 
fact that “nature abhors a vacuum." 
About a week after you have 
removed three of four culprits, 
you will have another three or four 
squirrels on hand taking their 
place. My friend J. H. on Chestnut 
Street decided to eliminate 
squirrels from his property back in 
March, using a "Havahart" trap. 
Mr H. started with the usual five or 
six squirrels in his yard and, at last 
count has transported 36 of his 
furry friends away, with no end in 
sight. The question might be asked 
are these the same squirrels being 
trapped over and over? The 
answer, according 10 Mass 
Audubon, is no, since he has been 
releasing the squirrels about five 
miles away, It has been 
demonstrated that squirrels moved 
at least three miles away will not 
return to the scene of their crimes. 

So, live tapping, as this exercise 
shows, is really a delaying tactic, at 
best. You can clear your area for a 
week or 10 days, then have to start 
over again, And again. And again. 

I would not recommend shooting 
or poisoning them, Shooting in 
Wilmington is ill 1, and 
poisoning could be harmful to 
other creatures, if not very 
carefully controlled. 

Not a perfect response to your 
problem, I know, but this is the 
best I can offer. If any of our 
readers have suggestions relating 
to squjrrel control, please share 
with us and we'll do a followup on 
this subject later on. Address your 
notes to Town Crier, P.O. Box 
460, Wilmington, MA 01887.

1986, 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczyn- 
ski confirmed that the town was 
pursuing action, and declined to 
discuss the matter in greater 
depth 

John Sanborn injected some 
steam into the boiler discussion, 
claiming that town officials had 
“snooke by hiding 
the problems. PBC Chairman Bob 
Anderson twice ruled Sanborn out 
of order, but he went on at length. 

Asbestos is the second problem 
at the high school. A consultant 
has prepared a report showing the 
asbestos problem in each of the 
Wilmington schools, Jeff Kimball 
of Energey Efficiency Consultants 


said that none of the schools have 
an “imminent hazard” but that all 
school buildings have asbestos. 
Each building now has a report, as 
required by federal law 

In some cases, it is recommended 
that the asbestos be removed. In 
other instances, it would be ap- 
propriate to encapsule it, encase it, 
or to do nothing to it. In any of the 
three latter treatments, though, the 
area would have to be visually 
inspected every six months and the 
air tested every three years 
Asbestos only becomes danger 
when it is “friable” -- disinte- 
grating with airborne particles. 

Kimball estimated the cost of 
removing or treating all the 
asbestos problems in all Wilming- 
ton schools at $6.5 million. 

An asbestos removal program is 
presently underway in the Adams 
Street wing of the high school

With a window replacement pro- 
ject underway, it was discovered 
that the ceilings had asbestos, and 
that it would be disturbed in the 
course of installing the windows. 
Therefore, the ceilings are being 
cut and the material removed near 
the windows, The remaining 
ceiling is being ueated, and new 
ceiling installed near the windows. 

The emergency funding for the 
asbestos removal project came 
from the money appropriated for 
renovations to the auditorium 

The auditorium was the third 
item under discussion Monday 
night 

The town had appropriated 
$157,000 to do certain work on 
the auditorium. Since most of the 
moncy had to be spent on the 
asbestos project, the work on the 
auditorium has not been done, 

The architect, under the 
direction of the Permanent 
Building Committee, has prepared 
three options, as to how much 
work would be done. 

Option A would be the $157,000 
figure. It would include new paint, 
carpet, seating, and curtains. 

Option B would cost $400,000, 
and would add a lot of stage items, 
such as lighting, a sound system, 
and other features. 

Option C, at $800,000, would 
make the systems in the auditori- 
um state-of-the-art. This package 
would include sound and lighting 
booths at the back ofthe auditori- 
um, which would~teduce the 
seating capacity from 500 to less 
than 400. 

One possibility for fynding the 
repairs and renovations is the state 
grant through the School Building 
Assistance Bureau (SBAB), which 
funded 65 percent of the reno- 
vations which have been done at 
the high school. Because of the 
present fiscal straits of the state, 
there was doubt expressed if the 
state would fund anything. Rep. 
Jim Miceli said he would do his 
best. 

The renovations and repairs will 
be funded by bonds, the cost of 
which will exceed the levy limits 
of Prop. 2 1/2, This will necessi- 
late an override election sometime 
this fall, in addition to a special 
town meeting. 

Selectman Jim Stewart said he 
wanted to be sure that the boilers 
were put on a separate question on 
the override ballot, emphasising 
that the boilers were of the utmost 
urgency. And while he was sup- 
portive of the auditorium 
renovations, he did not want the 
boiler replacement to lose because 
people might not consider the 
auditorium renovations essential

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State record fish list, 
for those who dare 


by Bill Conton 

‘There are three types of fish: Fun 
to catch, "NICE FISH, BUDDY!" 
and those that are records, 

Fun fish are fun, if small. It's still 
better to catch small fish than no 
fish at all, so small ones are fine. 

The second type, "NICE FISH, 
BUDDY!" is that in-between size. 
I's bigger than small, but hardly a 
whopper. The name derives from 
the yell sent oyer by the guy in the 
next boat, wi6 watched you haul it 
in, and he could still see the fish at 
300 yards, Naturally, when he asks 
what you caught it on, your reply is 
alway: ‘ORMS!" It's a lie, but he 
expects to hear it. It's a ritual lie. 

But sooner or later, you're bound 
to have a monster at the end of the 
line, If you fish diligently for your 
entire life, the laws of chance state 
that eventually your bait will be 
grabbed by something prehistoric, 
though you might net recognize it 
for a record until it’s too late. 

How will you know it's a prize? 
Hmmm -- good question. Rumor 
has it that some "old timer” took a 
ten-pound bass out of Flint's Pond 
in Tyngsboro this past winter, but 
he supposedly ate it. It's possible. 

If the fish really makes your eyes 
bug out, it might be a prize. Scales 
don't lie, and it helps to have one. 

There are ways to seek fame and 
recognition for you catch, though. 
Angling is big business, oh yes, and 
there are ways to register that truly 
huge fish. I started asking around 
for information on records, but 1 
got more than I could use at once. 

The Mass. Division of Fisheries 
& Wildlife was happy to send along 
the list of state freshwater records, 
current as of June 1, 1989. The 
state does not use line class, only the 
ze of the fish itself, and the list of 
state recorgs appears below 

However, I also sent away to the 
IGFA (the International Game Fish 
Association) and I'm still trying to 
decipher their rules on line classes 
and records, They keep a separate 
listing of "All Tackle” records, for 
fish taken on any line, but they have 
a separate list of records for those 
caught on light line, by line class. 
Your best bet for an IGFA record 
is to take a fifty pound smallmouth 
bass on two-pound line, Can't miss 

If you catch a whopper, check thé 
Mass, fish and game law pamphlet, 
under Sportfishing Awards. If your 
catch meets the minimum weight 
listed for that species, you will be 
given a bronze pin at the end of the 
year, or a gold pin and plaque if 
yours is the biggest example of that 
species caught during the year. The 
same guys also keep the record list. 

It's best to have your fish hed 
at one of an official weigh station 
Bob's Bait & Tackle on Route 3A in 
Chelmsford is the nearest one, or 
try Barnacle Bill's on Route 119 in 
Littleton, They can give you all the 


procedures for filing a “pin fish" 
registration, It's easy. 

If absolutely necessary, take your 
catch to a grocery store, since they 
have certified scales, but be sure to 
get signatures and addresses from a 
whole bunch of witnesses. A photo 
is also required. Dan McGuiness at 
the Division (508-366-4470) will 
check your claim before awarding 
your pin, but he's reasonable about 
procedures.

It is an Evangelical church, using 
the English language. In 
November, 19 years ago she 
became the superintendent of the 
Sunday school, a post she still 
holds.

There is a young lady who 
works with her to whom Afrikaans 
is her native tongue. Midge told her 
"Hang around me and you will have 
to speak English!" 

Elize (pronounced Eleeze) now 
speaks good English, and has a 
good job because of her ability. 

Midge is now a grandmother, 
with a three-year-old grandson 
who speaks Afrikaans, Midge 
married a carpenter, Andrew 
Bishop, who had three children, 
and the grandson mixes the two 
languages he hears, A second 
grandchild is due to be born in 
September. 

Her son Timothy did not visit 
America with his mother on this 
occasion. He has twice been at the 
Reardon home, but each time 
caused him to miss a part of his 
school year. Timothy will be 17 in 
September, and should be 


graduating from the equivalent of 
high school, but he will still have 
two years of study before he can 
graduate. 

Like his mother Timothy has dual 
citizenship - a citizen. of South 
Africa and a citizen of the United 
States. He will "return" to the 
United States, if ever he is needed 
for military service, Midge says. 

Midge returned home because her 
father was ill, but he seems to be on 
the road to recovery now. But, 
turning a matron of 49 loose in the 
United States almost became a 
disaster for her, 

She had a lot of things to eat 
which she had not enjoyed for years 
~ substantial helpings of pancakes 
and syrup, to name one. Midge has 
gained six or seven pounds, and is 
about to go on a dict! 

Midge is to go to Pennsylvania on 
August 21, to visit her friends from 
the time of the accident, for 10 
days. She plans to leave for South 
Africa on September 18. 

Life is pleasant in South Africa, 
In parts of South Africa there are 
problems between the races, but not 
where Midge lives.

WOBURN -- Like a David tak- 
ing Goliath, "Aboriginal Science 
Fiction", the small, but spunky, 
science fiction magazine with an 
alien publisher, has unleashed its 
first newsstand issue. 

Charles C. Ryan, the founder 
of “Aboriginal”, is a lifelong 
Woburn resident and was educat- 
ed at St. Charles Grammer 
School, Arlington Catholic High 
School and Boston College 

When the magazine's first, 
tabloid-sized issue was introduced 
in 1986, the "experts" predicted it 
wouldn't last. But "Aboriginal 
Science Fiction" has gone on to 
become a success story, tripling 
its circulation in 1988, largely 
through direct-mail subscriptions.

Anyone with a clear sky on 
Wednesday evening, August 16th 
can watch the first total eclipse of 
the Moon to happen over most of 
the Western Hemisphere in nearly 
seven years 


This interesting and beautiful 
event will be plainly visible to the 
naked eye, weather permitting. No 
equipment is required, though 
binoculars or a small telescope 
will give an excellent view 
According to Sky & Telescope 
magazine, some nateur 
astronomers are organizing neigh 
borhood eclipse parties. Others 
are planning a variety of scientific 
projects

America. The caster half of the 
continent has the best view. In the 
west the Moon doesn't rise until 
the eclipse is already well under 
way, but the last half of the four 
hour spectacle can still be 
watched. Only Alaska and the 
Yukon miss out entirely 


Elsewhere, the eclipse will be 
visible in Central America during 
evening, South America in the 
middle of the night, and Western 
Europe and Africa before dawn 
Depending on weather, the eclipse 
should be visible to over a billion 
people. 


A lunar eclipse occurs when 
the Moon passes through the 
shadow of the Earth, The first 
sign is a faint grayish shading 
becoming visible on one side of 
the Moon. This is the penumbra. 
or outer fringe, of the Earth's 
shadow. About half hour later the 
cdge of the Muon enters the 
umbra, the shadow's much darker 
central part. This\event marks the 
start of the partial eclipse. 


When the umbra covers the 
Moon compleiely, the eclipse 
becomes total. The Moon should 
still be dimly visible, however 


glowing orange, red, or brown 
This weak illumination is from 
sunlight that skims past the edge 
of the Earth and is bent into its 
shadow by our atmosphere. An 
astronaut standing on the Moon in 
the shadow’s umbra would sce the 
Sun completely hidden behind the 
Earth, and the edge of the Earth 
ringed with bright orange and red 
from all the world’s sunrises and 
sunsets 

Toul eclipse will last for one 
hour 36 minutes, When the Moon 
begins to emerge from the shad 
ow’s other side, events unfold in 
reverse order. The umbra's edge 
reireats across the Moon's face for 
another hour, gradually unveiling 
it, In another half hour or so the 
faint penumbral shading fades and 
becomes invisible, leaving the full 
Moon back in its normal bril 
liance. The ume are as follows:

Steenburgen, on the other 
hand, trots out a finely-tuned 
comic performance. 

Dianne Wiest is Gils’ sister, a 
divorcee with two screwed-up 
kids of her own. Gary, played by 
Leaf Phoenix, is angry at the 
father who abandoned him and 
confused about his raging hor- 
mones, Older sister Julie (Martha 
Plimpton) has secretly married a 
dippy, but endearing race car driv- 
er (played by Keanu Reeves) and 
moved him into her bedroom.
